More Submarines Sunk 
in December Than in | 
Any Previous Month 


Destrection Greater Phar German Construction, 
British Naval Men Say---Week’s Merchant 
Losses Exceeded That of Preceding Period. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Although the 
sinkings of ships of large tonnage 
in the last week have been rather 
heavy, the total for December is 
characterized as satisfactory, being 
only slightly larger than for Novem- 
ber, which established a low record, 
The tonnage sunk during December 
was well below that of any month 
previous to September. Against 
this, however, the sinkings of sub- 
marines were greater in December 
than in any previous month since the 
war began. 

The Admiralty report for the week 
showed 18 merchantmen of _ 1609 
tons or over sunk by mine or sub- 
marine. Three merchantmen under 
1600 tons were also sunk. This is 
a material increase over the pre- 
vious week, when the sinkings num- 
bered 12, of which 11 were more 
than 1600 tons The summary was: 
sailings, 2074; ves- 
sels unsuccessfully attacked, 8. 


Submnrinecs Being Reduced. 


Naval men declare that more sub- 
marimes were sunk in December than 
the German shipyards were able to 
launch; so, the German submarine 
navy may now be said to have be- 
gun actually to shrink—a process 
which: the allies hope to accelerate 
rapidly with the increasing effective- 
ness of naval methods. 


The total entrances and clearances, 
while low for the past week owing 
to weather conditions, were larger in 
December than in November. 

The sinkings m the last month 
occurred mainly in two areas. Owing 
to the severe weather, the subma- 
rines have been compelled to concen- 
trate and work closer to shore. This, 
perhaps, accounts for the large num- 
ber of submarines caught. One of 
these was rammed in the most cas- 
ual’manner by a slow-going coastal 
steamer almost within gunshot of 
land. 

Americans already have been told 
of the success of an American liner’s

Some of the German veterans, 
like the commander whom the 
Americans have nicknamed “Kelly,” 
are foemen worthy of the navy man’s 
best efforts, but the U-boat novices 
fall into the net easily and their 
chances of escape are small.

Italian Fire Disperses Vessels 
Ten Miles From Mouth 
of River. 


TEUTON FLYERS ACTIVE 


Eighteen Patients Killed When 
Air*Raiders Drop Bombs 
on Twe Hospitals. 


ROME, Jan. 3.—‘“On the whole 
front,” says the official statement is- 
sued today by the War Office, “there 
has been nothing of importance to 
report. 

“#“On Tuesday night enemy airmen 
dropped bombs on Castelfrance Ve- 
neto, obtaining -two direct hits on 
two hospitals. Eighteen patients 
were killed.” 

Yesterday’s report telling of the 
repulse of a new attempt to cross 
the Piave River 10 miles from its 
mouth, said* 

‘“Ttalian and English batteries ex- 
ploded two enemy munition depots 
at Fontigo and south of Coneglmno. 
English patrols attacked enemy ad- 
vanced posts, inflicting losses and 
capturing prisoners. 

“About 10 vessels loaded with 
troops, which attempted to approach 
the right bank of the Piave at In- 
testadura were dispersed by our fire. 

“Aviators and English batteries 
brought down three enemy air- 
planes. Two others fell as the re- 
sult of aerial] battles with Italian 
and French aviators. During the 
night enemy aviators dropped bombs 
on Mestre and Treviso. No dam- 
age was done nor were there any 
casualties. Enemy aviators also 
bombed Bassano, where one person 
was killed and five’ persons were 
wounded. 

“Our squadrons bombed aviation 
camps at Lacomina and Aviano, 
causing extensive fires. Enemy 
movements at the railway station of 
St. Stino de Livenza and enemy bar- 
racks have been bombed effectively 
by an Italian dirigible.”’ 


British Repulse German Raiders 
Near La Bassee. 
LONDON, Jan. 3.—‘Hostile raid-

He said some beet fac- 
tories were making huge profits at 
the 7.25 cents a pound agreed upon 
for beet sugar, but, on the other 
hand, a factory in Michigan and 
“oO or two” in Colorado actually 
were losing money at that price. 
The witness denied that the Cuban 
price had been fixed by a committee 
formed of refiners at a price advan- 
tageous to them. The price, he said, 
was fixed by the State Department 
and the International Sugar Com- 
niittee had nothing to do.with it. The 
Cuban government wanted 5.25 cents 
a. pound, he said. The committee 
deemed this too high, and as the 
State Department then was nego- 
tiating with the Cuban government 
onthe matter, the committee dropped 
it. A price of 4.60 finally was agreed 
upon by the State* Department and 
the Cuban government, he said. 
Replying to the testimony of 
Claus A. Spreckels, president of the 
Federal Sugar Refining Co., that 
raw sugar was going through New 
York from Cuba to Canada when no 
sugar was to be had in New York, 
Hoover said four or five thousand 
tons did go through to a Canadian 
manufacturer who was paying high- 
er prices. The attention of. the 
Canadian Government was called to 
the matter, the shipments were 
stopped and the manufacturer ‘dealt 
with for violating his price agree-

Col. Samuel McRoberts, formerly 
executive manager of the National 
City Bank of New York, is named 
chief of the procurement division, 
one of the branches into which the 
business functions of the bureau are 
‘divided, and the name of a civilian 
to*head the production, division will 
be announced in a few days. 

The reorganization was announced 
in this statement: 

“Heretdfore the business of the 
Ordnance Department has been con- 
ducted by five separate and more or 
less independent organizations, un- 
der the direction of the Chief of Ord- 
nance.

“(D) The supply division will re- 
ceive and distribute all ordnanee and 
ordnance stores, operate all store- 
houses and. have charge of matters 
pertaining to transportation. 

“Tt is contemplated that this form 
of orgahization will make it possible 
to use to the fullest extent the ex- 
perience of additional men trained 
in civil life, who will be called to the 
service for that purpose. Experi- 
enced business executives will be in 
charge of the procurement and pro- 
duction divisions, and the work of 
those divisions will be entrusted to 
recently commissioned civilians, sup- 
plemented by further acquisition of 
trained experts and men of proven 
business ability.”

A LONG STEP FORWARD.. 

President Wilson has acted wisely in authoriz- 
ing the State Department to make public the re- 
port of the House commission, which represented 
the United States at the inter-allied conference 
in Paris. This conference may prove to have 
been the turning point of the war, and it is high- | 
ly desirable that Congress and the country should | 
know what was accomplished there, so far as this | 
information can safely be made public. ! 

It is evident from the House report that a work | 
of great co-ordination was accomplished at this 
council. There are-at last definite assurances of | 
close military, naval, shipping and economic co- | 
operation. The report makes direct reference to | 
“the pooling of resources for the mutual advan- 
tage of all the countries engaged in the war 
against Germany.” It is stated that the contribu- 
tion of the United States “to this pooling arrange- 
ment was agreed upon,” and “the contributions | 
likewise of the countries associated with the Unit- 
ed States were determined.”

equipment. The matter of equipment, where the |

for in the pooling agreement, and no argument is 
necessary in support of the recommendations rel- | 
ative to this shipping program. 

The Paris conference accomplished a task of 
such tremendous importance it will not be fully 
appreciated, perhaps, until the end of the war, | 
when the story can be told in all its details. It 
ought to gratify every American to know that the | 
influence of the United States was thrown fully | 
and frankly on the side of complete co-operation | 
and that nothing was left undone to break down 
‘all international jealousies that might stand in the 
way. The success of the conference was due | 
mainly to the attitude of the American commis- | 
sion, and every promise of co-operation that the | 
commission made must be redeemed at its face | 
value. 

That is the way to win the war, and the only 
way to win it. The Central Powers have had the | 
benefit of centralized control and centralization 
must now be pitted against centralization. The | 
one complaint to be made against the Paris cor- 
ference is that it did not go further along this 
road and provide for a still greater measure cf | 
central authority. 

It is not necessary that any of the allies should | 
become the temporary vassal of the others, as is | 
the case of Austria-Hungary, but it is necessary 
that the allies should resolutely refuse to permit | 
themselves to be crippled in their military ef.ec- | 
tiveness by divided authority where division 
means weakness and delay. More is to be feared | 
from too little co-operation than from too much, | 
and it.is plain from the House report that the 
Paris conference marked a new stage in the prose- 
cution of the war against Prussianism.

AMBASSADOR SPRING-RICE. | 

A successor to Ambassador Spring-Rice at the | 
British legation in Washington is soon to be ap- | 
pointed, it is said. The fifth year of the Am- | 
bassador’s service at this post would be completed 
on May 6, next. 

His term covers a period of greater importance 
than that of any other British representative at 
the American capital. It includes the time when 
the proposed policy as to Panama Canal tolls was 
a cause of irritation, the opening of the great 
war, the months when British maritime practices 
were giving offense and finally the months that 
saw the United States and England joined in the 
closest co-operation and pledging all national re- 
sources in life and material to a common military 
purpose. 

It would seem that sohnsitata might. be credited 
to the man in charge of British interests at our 
capital for the amazing changes brought about 
in the relations of the two countries. Certainly 
these years have had many occasions which would 
have justified a head of the British legation in 
permitting his personality to be brought fre- 
quently and prominently to the attention of the 
public.
